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CHANGE IN A PUBLISHING HOUSE, 

A change has been made in the firm of Fields, 
Osgood & Co., by the retirement of Mr. James T. 
Fields from active business. His junior partners, 
James R. Osgood, John S. Clark, and Benjamin H. 
Ticknor, have purchased his interest in the busi- 
ness, and from January 2d, 1871, will conduct the 
business under the firm of James R. Osgood & Co. 

The new firm of James R. Osgood & Co. will re- 
tain all the authors whose fame is identified with 
the fortunes of the old house, and will seek to ex- 
tend the list by all honorable means. They will 
conduct their periodical business with undiminished 
vigor, endeavoring to present in their respective 
pages the best literature and art, both American 
and European. They will have the benefit of the 
literary judgment and experience of Mr. Fields, who 
will retain his position as editor of the “ Atlantic 
Monthly.’’ 

The following facts and dates may be interesting 
in connection with this change :— 

In 1832, John Allen and William D. Ticknor 
purchased the business of Carter & Hendee, then 
one of the principal publishing and bookselling 
firms of Boston. They formed a copartnership 
under the name of Allen & Ticknor, which lasted 
only two years, Mr. Allen retiring in 1834. Mr. 
Ticknor conducted the business, in his own name, 
from 1834 to 1843, in the “Old Corner Bookstore,”’ 
which has since become so well known. In the 
year 1843 he admitted to partnership John Reed, 
Jr. (son of Lieut.-Gov. Reed, of Massachusetts), and 
James T. Fields, who at the time when Mr. Ticknor 
purchased the business, was a young lad in the 
store of Carter & Hendee, and who had since re- 
mained in the establishment. The business style 
of the firm was changed to William D. Ticknor & 
Co., under which name the firm “ traded,” to use 
an English expression, until 1860. For imprints 
upon the title pages of their books, however, the 
style of Tifcknor, Reed & Fields was used, so long 
as Mr. Reed remained a partner. Upon his retire- 
ment, which occurred in 1854, the style of Ticknor 
& Fields was adopted, William D. Ticknor and 
James T. Fields being the only partners. The firm 
was thus constituted for ten years, when by the 
death of Mr. Ticknor in 1864, it was dissolved. 
At this time Mr. Fields reorganized the firm by ad- 
mitting to partnership Howard M. Ticknor, the 
eldest son of his late partner, and James R, Osgoud, 
who entered the establishment as clerk in 1855.

had appeared. From 1850 to the present time the 
catalogue of the firm has been constantly increasing 
in extent and importance, until it now embraves the 
works of many of the best and most popular authors 
on both sides the Atlantic. The names of Long- 
fellow, Hawthorne, Bryant, Whittier, Emerson, 
Lowell, Homes, Agassiz, Mrs. Stowe, Miss Phelps, 
Thoreau, Whipple, Anna Dickinson, Mrs. Whitney, 
Parton, Quincey, Dana, Higginson, Winthrop, Al- 
drich, Hale, Stedman, Hillard, Trowbridge, and 
many others attest the strength of the list in 
Awerican literature. 

The firm has always earnestly advocated the 
passage of an international copyright law, and in 
the absence of such a law, has recognized the claim 
of foreign authors toa share in the profits of the sale 
of their works in America. During the last ten 
years the firm has become the authorized repre- 
sentative of many leading English authors for the 
reproduction of their works. Dickens, Thackeray, 
Charles Reade, George Eliot, Tennyson, Browning, 


Owen Meredith, Thomas Hughes, and others, have | 


expressed their satisfaction in this regard in terms 
with which those interested in literature are 
familiar. 

The periodicals published by the firm constitute 
a leading feature of the business. The “ Atlantic 
Monthly,’’ begun by Phillips, Sampson, & Co., in 
1857, was purchased in 1859 by Ticknor & Fields 
James Russell Lowell was its editor from the begin- 
ning until 1861, when he retired and was succeeded 
by Mr. Fields, who has retained the position until 
the present time. In 1864 the “ North American 
Review” was bought from Crosby & Nichols. In 
January, 1865, “Our Young Folks” was inaugu- 
rated, and a year later ‘“ Every Saturday” was 
added to the list.

Tue executors of the late Sir James Y. Simpson, 
of Edinburgh, are arranging for the preparation of 
his biography, and advertise for “interesting letters 
from him, or interesting information about him.’’

His wiie, 
who survived him several years, was interred in 
the same grave. 


NEW GERMAN PUBLICATIONS. 


I wavgE taken former opportunities to call atten- 
tion to some of the fruits of Dr. G. C. A. Von Har- 
less’ tireless pen. We have another evidence of 
his industry and scholarship in his “State and 
Church, or Truth and Error’ (Staat und Kirche, 
oder Irrthum und Wahrheit), from the house of 
Duncker and Humblot, of Leipzig. The work is an 
attempt to establish the grounds on which the cit- 
izen is obligated to pay allegiance to the State, and 
to show the difference between the institution of 
the State and that of the Church. The powers in 
civil authority are ordained or permitted by God 
for civil purposes, but the Church is divinely ap- 
pointed for a spiritual end. The institution in the 
two cases is not identical. The Church must be 
free from the bondage of the State, for then only 
can they both be free, and free in the best sense. 
“ God wills,” says Luther, “that we seek the ker- 
nel and not the shell, and look more for the father 
of the house than for the mere house.” 

From the same publishers we have Dr. Drey- 
dorff’s “‘ Pascal’s Life and Conflicts (Pascal sein 
Leben und seine Kimpfe). The German press has 
almost unanimously desided this to be the most 
thorough treatise on the great French thinker that 
has appeared for many years, and the author’s pre- 
vision has proved singularly fallacious, that “many 
will take offence at this book, because it does not 
harmonize with the most prevalent views on Pas- 
cal.” While the prime object of Dr. Dreydorff is 
to present Pascal’s life itself in its true light, it is 
certainly not foreign to his purpose to inflict as 
severe a blow on Jesuitism as possible. He would 
show the enormity of the Jesuitical system by elu- 
cidating Pascal’s opposition to it. But Pascal did 
not expose, in a scientific way, the fundamental 
assumptions of the Jesuits ; hence, his victory over 
them was a half defeat. Pascal never became a 
Protestant, and was to his death a devoted son of 
Catholicism; all his hostility to Romanism was 
purely against what he conceived to be its perver- 
sions. Sainte-Beuve asked the question, whether 
Pascal would have become a Protestant, if he had 
lived longer? Dr. Dreydorff thinks that there 
were no decided indications that he would have be- 
come so, for his autagonism to Protestantism was 
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He was no 
“unconscious Catholic,” like many other excellent 
Mystics, who confounded Catholicism with the 
holy general church. Pascal is an evidence that, 
whatever abnormal elements we may find in the 
Catholic fold, it can also present examples of pure 
conscience. But the Catholic Church itself has 
always adjudged to him a large element of Protest- 
antism. Hence, in Perrault’s “ Celebrated Men of 
the Seventeenth Century,” we seek his name in 
vain. Paris seems disposed, very lately, to do him 
honor—but as a mathematician and physicist—by 
placing a statue of him on the tower of St. Jacques 
la Boucherie, where it is alleged that he made his 
first investigations on the gravity of the atmos- 
phere. Dr. Dreydorff, the author of this elaborate 
work, is pastor of the Reformed Church in Leipzig. 

Messrs. Wiegandt and Grieben, of Berlin, con- 
tinue the issue of their Female Mirror (Frauenspie- 
gel), which has now reached the eighth volume. 
Already the lives of Elizabeth Christine, the wife 
of Frederick the Great, Anna Lavater, Elizabeth, 
Duchess of Brunswick, Anna Judson, Johanna-von 
Albert, and Renata von Este had appeared; and 
now we have the lives of Catharine Zell and Louise 
Scheppler, in one volume; and, last of all, the life 
of Pauline of Montagu, by Fr. Pressel. While the 
series is designed for general reading, and the style 
is popular, the biographies are the result of careful 
research. Some of the subjects, especially, require 
an acquaintance with the whole history of the Re- 
formation in France, as Renata of Este and Joanne 
of Albret, and we find that the whole literature 
bearing on them and the stormy period in which 
their lots were cast, and of which they were among 
the brightest ornaments, has been studied. Pastor 
Ziethe, of Berlin, is the general editor, and some of 
the biographies are from his pen; but he has able 
colaborersa in Pastors Fromenel, Pressel, and others. 

From the same press we have a very interesting 
and timely lecture on the state of the Berlin 
Churches after the close of the Liberation War 
(Ueber die Kirchlichen Zustinder in Berlin, etc.), by 
Dr. Biichsel. The picture is no pleasing one, and 
though the attendance at church is still very poor 
in the great Prussian capital, there has been a great 
advance in the last half century. The chief agents 
in the improvement, as described by the author, 
have been Pastor Jenicke, Schleiermacher, Goss- 
ner, and Hengstenberg’s “ Evangelical Church Ga- 
zette. 

During the last few years the religious life of 
Basle, Switzerland, has been a good deal disturbed 
by discussions on the divine origin and charactef 
of Christianity. These have been, both by the 
advocates and opponents, of a popular cast, and 
have created attention throughout Switzerland and 
Germany. Riggenbach and Gess have taken 4 
prominent part on the positive side. Stihelin has 
also rendered good service. The work of Baron 
von der Goltz, Professor in the University of Basle, 
entitled “The Divine Revelation by Means of Sa 
cred History” (Gottes Offenbarung durch heiligé 
Geschichte), takes up, as the title indicates, on@ 
branch of the subject, and is a thorough discussioa.

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OBITUARY. 


Tak Rev. Atsgrt Baryes.—On Saturday, Decem- 
ber 24th, 1870, this distinguished writer and 
exemplary preacher and pastor breathed his last. 
He had passed the ripe age of seventy-two, having 
been born in Rome, New York, on the first day of 
December, 1798. He was an alumnus of Princeton 
College, New Jersey, and after a thorough theolo- 
gical training there, became a licensed preacher of 
the Presbyterian Church, in April, 1824. He was 
ordained and installed as pastor at Morristown, New 
Jersey, in February, 1825, and remained four years 
incharge. In 1830 he became connected with the 
First Presbyterian Church, Washington Square, 
Philadelphia, and was subsequently its pastor—a 
charge which he relinquished, from failing health, 
only a few years ago. He was a sound and earnest 
rather than an eloquent preacher. It is as a writer 
that Mr. Barnes will chiefly be remembered. His 
“Commentaries of the Bible’’ would alone have 
secured him a very distinguished reputation, but 
he wrote a great many other works, among which 
the best known are a “Life of St. Paul” and 
“Evidences of Christianity.”” When Mr. Barnes’s 
congregation reluctantly accepted his resignation, 
they stipulated for the privilege of occasionally 
hearing him again in the pulpit he had occupied so 
long. The last sermon they ever heard from him 
was delivered on the forenoon of Sunday, December 
18th, precisely six days before his death. On the 
afternoon of that day he preached for the last time 
to the inmates of the House of Refuge. His death 
was sudden. He had walked from his residence in 
West Philadelphia to meet a friend, and was rather 
fatigued, the distance being a mile. In the house 
he sat down to rest, awaiting the arrival of the 
family, and suddenly, without word or exclamation, 
fell back upon his chair, and immediately died. 
Mr. Barnes died of heart-disease, and his departure, 
albeit his gain, has been felt as a great loss in 
Philadelphia, where the last forty years of his 
useful and distinguished life had been spent.

Standing on the threshold of the new covenant, 
he was anxious to look upon the birthplace of the 
old, that, dwelling for a while in seclusion in the 
presence of ‘the mount that burned with fire,’ he 
might ponder over the transient glories of the 
‘ministration of death,’ and apprehend its real 
purpose in relation to the more glorious covenant 
which was now to supplant it. Here, surrounded 
by the children of the desert, the descendants of 
Hagar, the bondwoman, he read the true meaning 
and power of the law. In the rugged and barren 
region whence it issued he saw a fit type of that 
bleak desolation which it created, and was intended 
to create, in the soul of man. In the midst of 
such scenes and associations his spirit was attuned 
to harmony with his divine mission, and fitted to 
receive fresh ‘ visions and revelations of the Lord.’ 
Thus in the wilderness of Sinai, as on the Mount 
of the Transfiguration, the three dispensations met 
in one. Here Moses had received the tables of the 
law amid fire and tempest and thick darkness. 
Here, again, Elijah, the typical prophet, listened to 
the voice of God, and sped forth refreshed on his 
mission of righteousness. And here, lastly, in the 
fulness of time, St. Paul, the greatest preacher of 
Him of whom both the law and the prophets 
spoke, was strengthened and sanctified for his 
great work, was taught the breadth as well as the 
depth of the riches of God’s wisdom, and trans- 
formed from the champion of a bigoted and narrow 
tradition into the large-hearted apostle of the gen- 
tiles.’’ 

Can any cultivated layman read that passage 
without being charmed by its tastefulness, ele- 
gance, and elevation? Yet the volume abounds 
in sentences and pages equally attractive by their 
literary merit. Indeed, we think we are almost 
justified in saying, that the purest, most graceful, 
and the most effective use of the English language 
by modern English scholars, is, especially if we 
regard a class, by her theologians. Mr. Draper 
has issued the work in excellent style. It is a 
republication of the second edition, which has been 
revised throughout and improved in several im- 
portant particulars. 


The Scripture Doctrine of the Person of Christ. 
Freely translated from the German of W. F. 
Gess, with many Additions. By J. A. Renbelt, 
D. D., Professor in Indiana University. pp. 456. 
Andover: Warren F. Draper. 

The author of this work intended it primarily 
for professional theologians, though he at the same 
time expresses the hope that it may prove instruc- 
tive and useful also to thoughtful laymen. Three 
propositions are sought to be established: that the 
Christ of the synoptic gospels and that of John 
presuppose each other; that the Christ of the 
fourth Gospel and that of the Apocalypse are in 
perfect harmony with each other, and that the 
Christology of Paul presents an organic whole 
throughont the epistles which are ascribed to this 
apostle in so far as they have any important bear- 
ing on the subject. It is contended that if these 
propositions, especially the first two, are admitted, 
all the local questions reflecting on the New Testa- 
ment are settled. The text is distributed into five 
sections, treating respectively of The Eternal Son 
of God, The Son upon Earth, The Glorified Son of 
God, The Historical Development of the Son of 
God, The Incarnation of the Son and the Trinity. 
The History of the Dogma of the Incarnation and 
The Origin of the Human Soul, are the subjects of 
two appendices. In the translator's preface it is 
said: “ Whenever the translation differs from the 
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revered author, he has stated this in a note; he 
has sometimes also modified the text so that what is 
now offered exhibits the translator’s Christology.” 
The translator has of course a right to “ exhibit 
his Christology” in any way that he chooses, but 
if he has “‘ modified the text’’ so as, without indi- 
cating to the reader the particular changes, to 
substitute his own views for the author’s, or to 
suppress the author’s, he has simply committed a 
|literary fraud. No translator has a right to per- 
vert, mutilate, or modify the original text so as to 
make it speak falsely ; and if he does so, he ought

In this volume we have a series of essays upon 
books and reading, originally delivered as a lecture 
some years ago, and now much enlarged. The 
writer does not confine himself to merely giving a 
list of prominent authors, but enters into the ethics 
of reading, its effects upon the mind, and its infin- 
ence in the formation of character. He shows how 
books should be read, rather than what books to 
read, though titles of books are constantly occur- 
ring throughout the chapters, which are recom- 
mended to the reader’s notice. Kindred themes, 
as newspaper and periodical reading, libraries, &c., 
are touched upon, and some sound advice offered. 

Although nominally for students and persons 
without any great knowledge of books, the volume 
will be a favorite -with book lovers of all kinds, 
both from the soundness and originality of many 
of its author’s views, and the really useful epitome 
of the best books in the various departments of lit- 
erature which it contains.
